Bell-making {s ane of the few arts 
which have been in practl-e from the 
earliest times, but even to this day 
it has never reached a state of per 
fection. Very skilled workmen are 
heeded to constrict bells so that thes 
shall be melodius artistic and sur 
able. z 

Taking Great Britain as an exampie. 
we find that its oldest Industry is 
the art of bell-making. In White 
chapel, London, a bell foundry pad its 
beginning 350 yeara ago, and ypt this 
is by no means the oldest for we are 
told that come may be traced back 
four or five centuries. 

Tue bell of today is usually com. 
posed of five parts of tin to sixteen 
Darts of copper. It has been found 
by the large hbell-founders that to put 
too much tin in a bell often causes 
undesirable results, of which cracking 
is the most common. But the most 
eatisfactory results have beenodtained 
by using very old copper and procur- 
ing good tin, which comes from Aus 
tralia.

Anglicans at Vicioria Abzndon Oid 
Landmark of Pioneer Days 











A notable event in the hostery of 
the Anglicans in the west ix tar pass 
ing of the old “Iron Church” of St 
Jobn,’ at Victoria, BAC. The building 
which the congregation Iett for a maz 
nificent new Church of .$t. John. Is 
Indfesolubly connected with the mom 
ory of that) charitable women, ‘the 
Baronees Burdctt-Coutts. She tt was 
who presented the Church, the fron 
pleces of which were brought to the 
west by Bishop George Hilla, who 
travelled around the Horn and arrived 
In Victoria onty to find that the Hud- 
son's Bay Company had been before 
him and had built a church on what 
is?’now known as Cathedral Hill, and 
which had recelved the dignified title 
of Cathedral, 

The bishop thereupon surrendered 
the church for parochial purposes, A 
Jot was bought from the Hudson's Bay 
company for the sinall sum of about 
$200. Recently the same site passed 
back into the hands of the Hudson's 
Bay Co., but this time for the slightly 
different sum.of $150,900. 

The sacred edifice was consecratd 
by Mishop Hills on September 15, 1869, 
recelying the name of St. John the 
Divine. The first rector of the church 
was Rev. RJ. Dundas, Who remained 
in charge from 1860 to 1865.

> The pearl {s ‘the only gem needing 
hot the hand of man to bring to per. 
fection, ‘and history affords ample 
evidence of the Intense fascination it 
bas always exercised among the peo 
ple of every ge. It in the eldest ob 
Ject of personal zdornment. 

Indian mythology often. soeaks ot 
the pearl, attributing its discovery te 
the god Vishu, who is said to have 
caused it-to be drawn from‘the ocear 
for his daughter, Pandata. The records 
of the Romans, Mabylonians, Persians 
and. Egyptians also make mention of 
iu There was the wife of the Em 
peror Caligula, who, for a betrothal 
feast, decked hergelf with pearls to 
the value of $1,650,000 ang Julius 
Caesar presented Servilia, the mother 
of Brutus, with a specimen valued at 
$250,000. 

Coming to more recent epochs, we 
find that Philip JL, King ef Spain, 
pald_ $200,000. for a single pear! known 
as “Peregrins.” Found fn Panama.

«As this question is at the present’ moment creating no little 
discussion and: consideration, by not only our. City Fathers, but by 
the.-citizens gencrallly, more particularly by the property holders on 


both sides of Front street, who are to be taxed for the full cost of con- | 


struction, it is. well that the fullest information as to the character, 
cost and durability of the different classes of material of which roads 
are constructed should be studied by those who have to pay for them. 

With that end in view we propose making sont extracts from 
a copy of the ‘Concrete Highways’? a) magazine published in 
Montreal by the “Canada Cement. Company,’" which contains a0 
interesting articlé setting forth the cost, character and durability of 
different types of roads, among. them that of asphalt. “The advocates 
of this class cf roads to prove them tobe the best to be. constructed, 
place much stress upon the fact that an article appears in a maga- 
zine published by a cement company, forgetting apparently that in 
dealing with every class of road all its arguments are based upon the 
necessity of ‘Cement Conerete Formation.” 


The special article’to whieh our attention has been called, is as! the bank ac 


follows : 


“The merits of sheet asphalt pavements have been enumerated ‘under 
the following headings: 

(1) They are extremely resistant to impact and attrition, and on this 
account produce neither mud nor dust, as they do not disintegrate, 

(2). They are highly sanitary since they can be skept perfectly clean 
with a\less effort than is necessary in any form of surface. The surface 
is impervious and does not absorb filth or liquids liable to decomposition, 

(3) They afford a most excellent foot-hold for horses owing to the 
gritty character, which the sand of which they are composed, gives them, 

(4) -The expenditure of energy for hauling over such surfaces ia less 
than over any other form of pavement, 

(5) The wearing qualities of sbeet asphalt pavements exceed that of 
any other form under heavy travel, with perhaps the exception of granite 
block, and if the block is maintained at the same high standard of per- 
fection that is possible with the sheet asphalt pavement, it compares more 
than favorably with. it. 

(6)The deterioration or necessary repair in the sheet asphalt pave- 
ment cau be more rapidly, readily, and economically met than in any other 


form of surface, owing to. the simplicity of making the repairs. 


(7) Repairs in such pavements can be made in «a manner which 
makes them distinguishable from the original surface, whereas they are 
quite evident in the case of other pavements. 

(8) Sheet asphalt pavements increase more than any other form of 
pavement the actual and rental value of abutting property. and for this 
purpose they are laid to a much larger extent than ang other form. More 
than 150,000,000 sqnare yards of sheet asphalt pavement baye been laid 
during the last thirty-five years in the United States alone, which demon 
strates its: popularity and Jasting properties:

Counsel For Manufacturers Takes Ob- j , 


jection to Features of Sir William 
Meredith's Report — Proposals Are 
Wide In Scope and Differ Slightly 
From the British Law—Industrial 
Diseases are Included. 


TORONTO, March 18,—Sir William 
Meredith will hold one more sitting on 
the discussion of the new Workmen's 
Compensation Act before the dralt 
bill will be submitted to the Legista- 
ture. . This plan was decided upon 
yesterday, when Mr, Wegenast, on be- 
half of the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association, took objection to the draft 
bill after it had been read before the 
commissioner and meade public for 
the first time. 

The new bill is not as long as many 
anticipated. The hearing began at 11 
o'clock, and by 1 o'clock all the terms 
of the bill had been read and explain- 
ed. A possible reason for the concise 
form of the bill is the stipulation 
contained in it for the appointment of 
& workmen's compensation board of 
commissioners. This is really the big 
feature of the bill. The board will 
have three members, and, subject to 
the Provincial Government, will have 
full charge for the administration of 
the act. It will have power to conduct 
investigations, and from its decisions 
there will be no appeal to any pro- 
vincial court. : 

The new bill, to usc Sir William's 
own words, is sn-experiment. It is 
modeled after the British Act, but in 
bumervus instances there are wide de- 
partures from the“ model. The. idea 
that seems to have been uppermost in 
Sir William‘’s mind wax the necessity 
for providing the workmen with the 
assurance that, no matter with whom 
he works or how he ix killed, compen- 
sation will be paid his dependents. 
The amount of compensation is still a 
blank. but Sir William is hovering be- 
tween a weekly “annuity,” as it were, 
of from 50 to 55 per cent. of the wage 
the workman was receiving at the 
timo of death: r 

According to the terms of the act 
there will be two forms of compensa- 
tion. In ono form all manufacturers 
and employers will be ib a class, and 
there will be-w genernt libbility fund 
to which they will all contribyte. 
Compensation claima will be paid out 
of this fund to the dependents of the 
workmen killed ‘or disabled, © The 
board will have charge of the adimin- 
istration of the fund, and of the pay- 
ment of all claims and the assess.

With that 
view we must provoke constant quar 
rela at one time with Turkey and at 
another with Persia * © * More 
over, we must dake. pains to establ{sh 
and maintain an {otimate union with 
Austria, apparently countanancing .Jts 
schemes for future aggrandizement 
and all the while secretly rousing the 
Jealousy of the minor states egalnst 
it. In this way we must bring It to 
para that one or the other party shall 
seek ald from Russia and thus we 
shall.exercise a sort of a protectorate 
over the country which will pave the 
way for future supremacy.” 

No diplomat of today could. sum- 
marize Russia's activity In the Balkan 
war more clearly. Servia, Montene 
gro and Bulgaria ate jealous of Aus 
tria’s creeping power and have.turned 
to Russia for support. That [s- phe 
protecorate. And as. for future sir 
Premacy! Polsnd once turned to Rue 
siz as the Balkan States du today. 


To Eliminate Austria 


Peter the’ Grent's dream was to 
make Russia mistress of the world. 
His entire plan. worked to that end. 
First, he said, Russia must get Fin- 
land, Poland, the Maltic Sea and ‘the 
Black Sea, Those conquests are a 
matter of history, Then India and 
Persia were slated for overthrow. 
Russia Las spread around the Casplan 
Sea, made Turkistan a subsidiary 
Provinen and only Iast year went Into 
Northern Persia, Only Afghanistan 
remains between Russin ard India. 
Russlan princes have taken German 
princesses aa thelr consorts as Peter 
the Great counseled.

Runaway Marriages at the Border 
Will Be. Prohibited and Ministers 





Under the Influence of Liquor or of 
Unsound Mind—Municipal Clerk to 
Issue Licenses. 








Governnient is about {o introduce a 
new marriage act containing many 
radical reforms | in respect to the 
granting of licenses to the unfit. This 
announcement was made by Hos. 
W. J. Hanna yesterday o when’ Dr. 
Forbes Godtres's tneasure came up for 
iscussion and the Minister asked the 
doctor to withdreey hig bill, This was 
done. 

Dr. Godfrey's bill was very advanc- 
cd-in ita natun: It first’ provided 
that a minister who knowingly mas- 
tied (wo persona one or both of whom 
were idiots or under the. influence, 
should be liable to a fine of $500 and 
imprisonment for twelve months. The 
second clause referring to the issuing 
of marriage licenses stipulated that in 
questionable cases, a medical certifi- 
cate showing mental normality should 
be required. In case this was  neg- 
lected, the issuer of the license was 
inade liable to fine of $500. In ad. 
dition to these {wo clauses, was an- 
other declaring that before « license 
could be issued, notice showing the 
names of the applicants for the license 
should be posted up in all public 
places in the inunicipality three weeks 
before the granting of the license. Dr. 
Godfrey, while speaking in support of 
his bill, geferred to the marriage law 
of Italy, which required three weeks? 
notice. The fact that Maly was almost 
free from divorces, he argued . was 
proof of the wisdom of the clause, 

Mr. Hanna’s remarks during the 
discussion gave a rough iden of what 
the Goverpment bill will be. The pro- 
Visions-as far as can be determined 
are as follows: (t) The prohibition of 
the custom at present prevailing in 
Niagara Falls, Windsor, Detroit: and 
other places on the border whereby 
vloping couples and people of unsound 
mind from the United States become 
united, thus overcoming the preven- 
lative legislation in the different 
states, (2) A clause prohibiting # min- 
ister from marrying people who are 
under the influence of liquor or who 
are of unsound mind. (3) A clause 
making the clerk of the municipality 
the sole issuer of marriage licenses. 
(4) A clause providing fur notice of 3 
days or three weeks when the appli- 
eant for the license has not been » 
resident, of the municipality for a 
stated time, 

Dr. Godfrey's bill, was supported 
uy De. dames McQueen (North Went.

bill, Mr. Hanna tovk particular ob. 
jection to the clause requiring notice

Dr. Godirey was in the limelight 
arlicr in the day, when he moved for 
Ahe second reading of his biil to pre- 
vent the employment of white girl 
hy Orientals in Ontario. The doctor 
stated that in some cases these girls 
employed by Orientals did not receive 
a living wage and dritted into @ life 
of shame, 

Dr. MeQueen and Allan Studholm: 
spoke in endorsstion of the bill, 

Hon. W. J. Hanna pointed out that 
at the present time @ test case waa 
in progress between the Province ol 
ritish Columbia and the Dominion. 
He did not think Ontario should da 
anything before this case was settled. 
For this reason he asked Dr. Godfrey 
to withdraw his Dill and the latter did 
so. 
The new Factory Act, introduced by 
Ron. J. 8. Duff, was under fire at the 
night sitting. 

Dr. J. McQueen moved an amend- 
tment te the act, making it unlawful 
to employ children in basements un- 
der the ‘surface of the ground and 
pointed out that the air in such places

Rowell, who followed, pointed 
out that both the bad air and the 
strong electric light were bad for the 
health of the children. Hon. J. 8. Daft 
replied by quoting from the reports of 
factory inspectors, to show that there 
was little child Isbor in Ontario. This 
naturally roused Allan Studhelme, 
who replied that everyone knew that 
chiklren were being employed. 

The amendment was voted down 
and Mr. Rowell then moved an 
amendment) providing that when chil- 
dren were employed in basements 
the time should be limited to eight 
hours # day. This amendment was 
also voted down, 

A debate involving the Speaker, the 
Premicr, the Opposition leader and 
Mr. W, E. N. Sinclair arose on Mr. 
Rowell's motion that his bill to amend 
the act providing for the expenditure 
of the $5,000,000 for New Ontario, 
transfersing the power from the Lieu- 
tenant-Goyernor in Council to the Leg- 
islative Assembly, be restored to the 
order paper.

Churchill Says Premi:r Did Not Ask 

Eor’ Any Special Scheme. 

LONDON, March 28.—At the close 
of Winston Churchill’s naval state: 
ament in the Commons Wednesday 
night, Phillip Morrell, Liberal mem- 
ber for Burnley, moved “that whilst 
cordially welcoming and appreciating 
the generous desire expressed by the 
Dominions to co-operate in naval de- 
fence, no step ought to be taken to 
recommend or accept any scheme for 
carrying out such co-operation until 
the matter has been definitely,submit- 
ted to the House for consideration and 
chy hor 

¢ said it was obvious that if this 
departure was to be a ‘telief to. the 
British taxpayer, that if the Domin- 
ion ships were withdrawn, there would 
at once be a demand that we should 
replace them ourselves, He acquitted 
the First Lord of any attempt to in- 
terfere in the party politics of Canada, 
but hoe was largely responsible for the 
direction given to this particular 
scheme, 

Mr. Churchill—“I_ never. asked for 
any particular scheme.

Mr. Speaker, as 1 take it, the Goy- 
ernment come before this House and, 
laying on the table this memorandum, 
say: We have honestly endeavored to 
carry out the wishes of the Admiralty 
and, in so doing, we ask the Can- 
adian people to give $35,000,000 to be 
expended in the construction of three 
dreadnoughts which will be the pro- 
perty of the Canadian people but 
which will be handed over to the Im- 
perial authorities to he used for the 
purposes of the Admiralty and which 
may he recalled at any time should 
the Canadian people so decide. What- 
ever may be thought of the wisdom of 
the course adopted hy tha Govern- 
ment, whether right or wrong, whether 
wire or foolish, we must all admit that 
the policy of the present Administra- 
tion is to carry out what they wore 
asked to carry ont hy His Majesty's 
ministers in the Old Country.

Thrilling details of a vayage from 
Falmouth to Rio de Janelrojin.a small 
steam tug were told when Captain J, 
W. Carver, the master'of thejboat, re- 
turned to England. by the { steamer 
Orita. 

‘The tug, of only four\tons: register, 
was built at Falmouth for towing 
canal barges out to steamers calling 
at Rio. When within nineteen miles 
of Cape Finisterre the fulltforce of x 
gale was encountered. 

* “It was one of the worst gatex/1 
have over been through.” sald /the 
captain. “Nine days after leaving}Fal- 
mouth we shipped one gigantic. wave 
which carried away the wheel shelter, 
wrecked the only compass’ we .fs- 
sessed, and amasbed theqwheel.

Sir Jobn Franklin, of the English 
navy, In 1845-1848, seeking the north- 
west passage, lost his ships, the Ere 
bus and the Terror, off King William 
Land and starved and froze to death 
with 128 men, forming the crews of 
both ships. 

Captain George’ Washington De 
Jong, U.S. navy, in 1879-1881, seeking 
the North Pole, lost hia .vessel, the 
Jeannette, off Siberia and then per- 
ished near the mouth of the Lena river 
with twenty of his thirty-two ‘men.

Scott, RON. C. V. O. the leader of 
the British Antarctic expedition, was 
born at Devonport, the famous naval 


3tation on the south coast of England, 
on! June 6,' 1868. * He_was the son of 
sha Sate John Edward’ Scott of Devon: 
Port. He was educated at Stabbing: 
pa House, Fareham. He entered the 
Sritish navy atithe age of fourteen, 
ind five yearmvlater became a lieu- 
tenant on the Rover and later on the 
Amphion. In 1898 he was promoted 
to be torpedo HNeutenant: of the flag: 
ship Majestic of the channel squad- 
ron. In 1899 he was made first Meu 
tenant and in the following year he 
was gazetted commander, 
Firat’ Expedition 

In 190 he was chosen to lead the 
British expedition to the Antarctic, 
which occupied him until 1904, at the 
close of which he was made captain 
and‘a companion of the Victorian Or- 
der, as a token of King Edward's 
«ppreciation of his services in explor- 
ation and. scientific research. He 
Was also elected a fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society. ‘The medals of 
the Royal Geographicat Society the 
Scottish Royal Geographical Society 
and the American,’ Swedish, Danish 
Philadelphia and Antwerp Geograph- 
ical Socletien were also conferred on 
hina for this expedition, and the unl- 
Yersitles of Manchester and Cam- 
tridge conferred on him the honor- 
ery degree of Doctor of Science. 


Shackleton With Him Once 


Capt. Scott’s earlier attempt at 
polar exploration was made on the 
ship Discovery, a Dundee wooden 
boat of 700 tons, liderally financed 
by the British government. One of 
the officers under Capt. Scott in this 
expedition was Lieut. Shackleton, 
RN. it, now Sir Ernest Shackle- 
ton, whose experiences with that ex- 
Pedition paved the way for his “Far 
thest South” expedition fire yeurs 
later. He explored more than 406 
tniles of the Great Antarctic Harrier, 
a wider stretch than any other. Ant 
arctic explorer. 

Sailing from New Zealand on 
Christmas Eve, 1901, the Discovery 
rau down to the Great. Antarctic Bar 
tler, which Borchgrevink's expedition 
bad noted thirty.: miles south of 
where It was recorded by the Ross 
axpedition in 1842. Scott confirmed 
Borchgrevink’x findings, but ‘Scott 
discovered, where Ross’ had noted 
Only an “appearance.” « wide stretch 
of country, which he named King 
Edward Vil.

Went Seuth on Sledges | 

The discovery was Iaid up in Me 
Murdo Sound. tn latitude 77 degrees 
east, and @xploration was started on 
sledges. The outward journey of 380 
Miles to Istitude &2 degrees and 17 
minutes south, occupled fifty-nine 
days. A little further south two 
peaks, Mount Markham and Mount 
Longstaff, named after the chlef pro 
motera of the expedition, were sight- 
ed. On Nov. 30, Capt, Scott discover: 
ed a distance of 300 miles westward 
from the ship, reaching latitude 77 
degrees 59 minutes south, and longi- 
tude 146 degrees 33 minutes east. 

On Christmas Day, Capt. Scott re} 
turned (to the Discovers, and cn 
Jan. Sth, 1904, the Terra Nova, the 
ship with which Capt. Scott made hie 
last Antarctic . expedition, ° arrived, 
with orders, for au Immediate return, 
even at the cost of abandoning the 
Discovery. ‘The expedition © ship, 
however, broke loose from the ice on 
Feb. 16th,.and Capt. Scott had the 
Satisfaction of taking her home. in 
good order, ‘ 

In 1908 Capt. Scott married Miss 
Kathleen: Bruce, daughter of the late 
Canon Lioyd Bruce. He was the 
author of “The Voyage of the Dis- 
covery,” published in 1905. He was 
a member of the Naval and Miliary 
and the Marlborough Clubs, and lived 
at 174 Buekinghain Palace road, 
8. W., London.

Melts in .the spring. This fact has 
suggested experiments in the freezing 
of live fish for transportation. Many 
years ago the celebrated physicist 
Plietet, of Geneva, put fresh water 
fishes into a tub of water, which he 
kept Iquid at the pies | point for 
24 hours and then allowed to freese 
slowly into a solld block of Ico, which 
afterward was cooled gradually. When 
the ice was melted, a month or even 
two months afterward, the fishes be 
gan to swim as briskly as they did 
before freesing, and showed no symp 
tom of ill health. Similar experiments 
have recently been made in Franoe, 
The fishes are placed in water which 
{s kept near the freesing point for @ 
few hours, then at the freezing point 
for 15 to 18 hours, and finally frozen 
by immersing the vessel in a freesing 
mixture, producing a cake of ice.a 
fow inches thick, in which the frozen 
fishes are embedded. This: cake Is
